Andover’s unique principal- 
selection process was in evidence 
last night. 

Anthony Frulla, a New York 
State University doctoral candi- 
date who has been teacher and 
elementary principal in western 
Massachusetts, was elected as 
Shawsheen School’s new principal. 

Meanwhile, after presstime, the 
four final East Junior High prin- 
cipalship candidates metsep- 
arately, and in executive session, 
with the school committee. 

The four East Junior High can- 
didates, three from Massachusetts 
and one from New Jersey, are the 
finalists out of an initial field of 
79 applicants. 

No hints could be wormed out 
of Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R, 
Seifert yesterday on the East Jun- 
ior High principalship. He pointed 
out that he cannot know who he is 
going to recommend until he ob- 
serves how each has interacted 
with school committee members in 
the interviews which took place 
last night, nor could, he predict 
whether his recommendation and 
the school committee’s actionon it 
would be forthcoming at last night’s 
meeting. 

Shawsheen principal - elect 
Frulla will replace Edwin Regan, 
who takes over the Central School 
principalship July 1 from retir- 
ing Catherine Barrett. 

Frulla is a native of Pittsfield, 
who graduated from Springfield 
College in 1960, and received his 
master’s degree from the state 
college in North Adams in 1965. 
He first taught at a Baltimore 
County junior high school in Mary- 
land, then returned to Massachu- 
setts to teach at the central ele- 
mentary school in Lee, for five 
years. He served as principal 
of the Otis Consolidated School 
in Otis, and as director of the 
summer school, from 1967-69, 
until he came to the New York 
State University in Albany to com- 
plete courses and the residency 
requirement for his doctorate in 
educational administration. He is 
now engaged in writing his doctoral 
dissertation, _ 

Mr. and Mrs. Frulla have five 
young children. 

Assistant Superintendent V aughn 
I, Clapp said of the new princi- 
pal’s appointment, ‘‘I am very 


pleased with the process we have 
just gone through. It is very 
time-consuming, but it reveals the 
characteristics of the candidates 
very thoroughly, and puts us in 
a better position to make a judg- 
ment, The result is that we are 
very pleased with Mr. Frulla and 
happy that he selected this com- 
munity from among several where 
he had opportunities for employ- 
ment,’’ 

The selection process itself, 
may have something to do with 
the candidates choice of communi- 
ties. Clapp said that he has 
talked to over 200 candidates for 
the three principalships whichAn- 
dover has had to fill this year, 
beginning with the South School, 
where Jack Coyle was elected in 
January. Clapp said that not one 
of the 200 candidates had ever 
gone through anything like the 
selection process which Andover 
now uses, where the initial can- 
didate list is narrowed down to 
a number which are interviewed by 
the central administrative group, 
then a smaller group meets with 
the staff of the school they aim 
to head. The school staff then 
gives adminstrators a general im- 
pression of which men they think 
they could work well with. It 
is out of this group that the fin- 
alists are picked, and asked to 
meet, under the superintendent’s 
observation, with school com- 
mittee members whom the new 
principal will have to work with, 

Only after these final confronta- 
tions, does the superintendent Sei- 
fert make his recommendation. 
That’s where the action was last 
night on the East Junior High ad- 
ministrators.

dane) and the herbicides 2,4D 
and 2,4,5T, and was presented 
to the proprietors of W. R. Hill 
and Cole’s Hardware Stores. The 
petition was signed by 696. Both 
men were interested and  con- 
cerned consumers of Andover. 
These two stores will immediately 
stop selling DDT, DDD, Aldrin, 
Dieldrin, Endrin, Toxaphene, 
Heptachlor, Lindane, 2,4,5T. Mr. 
Hill will also stop selling pro- 
ducts containing 2,4D and will take 
all Chlordane off his shelves to 
be sold only on special request. 
Cole’s Hardware will keep 2,4D 
and Chlordane on their shelves 
but they will allow a poster which 
states the dangers of Chlordane 
and 2,4D to. be placed in the pesti- 
cide department. 

Nearly two weeks ago the Co-Op 
returned all products containing 
the chemicals mentioned on the 
petition to the manufacturers. The 
committee is waiting to hear from 
representatives of DeMoulas and 
Purity Supreme Supermarkets. 

An outdoor state ban on the use 
of DDT and its relatives has been 
in effect since Nov. 20, 1969. 

Now that these products are 
unavailable in Andover, many con- 
sumers are asking what they can 
use to kill weeds and keep the 
roses healthy. A few suggestions: 
1.  Malathion, dibrom, diazinon 
and abate are shortlived organ- 
ophosphates and are relatively 
non-toxic to mammals. However 
all of the above insecticides are 
extremely toxic to fish. 2. Rote- 
none, pyrethrum, and nicotine are 
naturally occurring substances 
which do their jobfast. We recom- 
mend these for flower and vege- 
table garden pest control. 3. There 
are several good harmless weed 


killers available in the local 
stores. Remember that all who 
use pesticides should be aware of 
the possible risks that they are 
incurring and take stringent pre- 
cautions to avoid contact or in- 
halation. Always follow the in- 
structions on the label.

The controversial tax title lots in the Lowell Junction 
Industrial Park, appear to be causing more concern than 
would appear to be necessary.

To arbitrarily cast aside possible further development 
for the sake of conservation would probably be unwise at 
this time. - 

Control by the selectmen, as responsible community 
leaders, seems adviseable. We are sure the town will be 
well protected.

The Phillips Academy Summer 
Session has accepted 564 students 
for the 1970 program, opening 
July 1 and continuing through Aug.
